SAN Francisco, April 26.— [Special.] 
The Republican primaries for the election 
ot delegates to the State Convention, which 
meets at Sacramento next Tuesday, were 
held this afternoon, and, with a few excep- 
tions, the election was conducted in a very 
quiet and orderly manner. There was but 
very little opposition throu,hout the city, as 
representatives of tlie opposing factions 
met several days ago and settled their dif- 
ferences, It was the intention of the friends 
of John D. Siebe to place opposition tickets 
in the field in the Thirty-fourth and Fifty- 
first Assembly Districts, but, acting under 
Siebe’s advice, the idea was abandoned. 
The only opposition south of Market street 
was in Club No, 2 of the Thirty-first Assem- 
bly District, where Eddie Farrell, a rock- 
roller, and Gus Somers, made a fight against 
Stapleton, who represented the straight Re- 
publican ticket. 

BUCKLEY’S STRIKERS. 

lt seems that ill-will has existed between 
Stapleton and Frank Todd, one of Buckley’s 
friends and an officer of a Democratic club, 
for several years, and today it found vent 
in an opposition ticket. Farrell, assisted 
by a number of Buckley’s Democratic 
hustlers and repeaters and a deputation of 
rockrollers, made a number of attempts to 
have fraudulent votes cast, but were caught 
each time and driven back from the polls. 

‘At the rooms of the Republican State 
Central Committee everything is in activity 
and considerable hard work is being done. 
Secretary Finlayson arrived from Los 
Angeles today, and will remain probably 
till the State Convention finishes its labors. 
‘There remain 18 counties whose delegates 
are yet to be heard from. 

GOV. MANSFIELD’S VIEWS. 

Ex-Lieut.-Gov. Mansfield, who is in the 
city, speaking of the Democratic conven- 
tion to beheld in Los Angeles, said that, 
though he was a Republican, as a citizen of 
Los Angeles he was pleased that the State 
Democratic Convention is billed for that 
city next month. Said he: “We like at- 
tractions of every sort at Los Angeles. 
How did our section of the State get this 
convention away from Sacramento? Weill, 
Vl tell you. The moving spirits in +he 
Democratic party think we Republicays in 
the southern portion of the State are con- 
siderably ‘rattled,’ and this is where 1 be- 
lieve they will find themselves greatly mis- 
taken. There were possibly some mistakes 
made down our way when nominations 
were in order, just before the last guber- 
natorial election, for we suffered some de- 
feats, beginning with the failure to nominate 
Judge Brunson for the Supreme bench, and 
the defeat of Walter Muore for Secretary of 
State. Our section of the State, perhaps, 
attempted too much at tnat time, result- 
ing in some confusion, dissatisfaction and 
partial defeat. In view of this I think our 
Democratic brethren count on our scattered 
forces of that date still being in a rattled 
condition, but 1 feel confident that they will 
be disappointed, and that the excitement of 
their State Convention and their accom- 
panying brass bands will not have the 
grand Democratic effect they confidently 
count upon. There is considerable interest 
being feltas to just how our new citizens 
are going tovote. At the last election Los 
Angeles had a population of only about 
25,000 or 30,000, while now we have perhaps 
70,000, Registration is now going on, and 
while we Republicans think we will have a 
handsome gain by reason of this increase 
in population, our Democratic brethren 
assert the contrary. Altogether, it makes 
the situation quite interesting.” 

THE BLIND Boss, 
Christopher A. Buckley, the blind Demo- 
cratic boss of San Francisco, furnishes an 
emphatic contradiction to the various 
stories which have been printed and circu- 
lated of late to the effect that his health 
was badly broken down, and that he con- 
templates a speedy and permanent retire- 
ment from any further participation in 
political atfairs. tHe said yesterday that he 
had taken a severe cold while at his Liver- 
more ranch, three weeks ago, and this 
brought on muscular rheumatism.

YESTERDAY. 


Ap Imposing Ceremony—The Masons 


Manage the Affair—The Orator of 


the Day Delivers an Interesting 
Address—A Big Crowd. 


The corner-stone of the new county 


» courthouse, to be erected on Fort street, 


was laid yesterday in the presenceof a 
large crowd, under the auspices of the 
Grand Lodge F. and A.M. of California.

pose which itis destined to subserve; and 
may He grant to us all an ever-bountitul 
supply of the ‘corn of nourishment,’ the 
‘wine of refreshment’ and the ‘oil of joy.’”’ 

Then addressing the Principal Arcnitect, 
and directing the several working tools to 
be placed in his hands, the Grand Master 


said: 

“Brother Principal Architect: Relying 
upon your skill in our noble art, I now con- 
fide to you these implements of operative 
mason May this undertaking be speedily 
accomplished; may there be no envy, dis- 
cord or confusion among the workmen, and 
may you perform the important duties with 
which you have been oy not only to 
the satisfaction of those who have entrusted 
you with their fulfillment, but in such man- 
ner as shali secure the approbation of your 
own conscience and redound to the honor of 
our ancient craft.’’ 

The Grand Master and his officers then 
returned to their seats, while the choir sung 
the following ode: 


“Corn, Wine and Oil we’ve poured upon 
Our brethren's hope—the corner-stone— 
The work is well begun. 
May Wisdom, Ftrength and Beauty now, 
Each with its attributes endow 
‘That which is to be done. 


“And, when our monument’s complete, 
Once more may all the brethren meet 
Its thoughts to dedicate— 
To Country, Virtue, l'ruth and Love, 
To Charity. and, all above— 
To God, the Good, the Great.”’ 


Hap J. R. DuPuy, the grand orator of the 
day, who occupied a chair to the left of the 
Grand Master, arose as the voicesof the 
choir died on the wind, and, placing a roll 
of manuscript upon the stand, began his 
oration. 

His first sentences were in the nature of 
an apulogy, the speaker saying that it was 
difficult, on an occasion like this, to select 
the proper things to say; that it had been 
the custom to follow the laying of a corner- 
stone with orations, rich with thought and 
beautiful in expression, from the lips of ora- 
tors, but on this occasion he would offer 
ont a few commonplace remarks. 

he ancients, he said, loved and adored 
their temples. They placed them on the 
highest and most commanding places, and 
beautifully decorated them throughout. The 
native loved and was devoted to the temple 
of his land. Consecration by man was not 
sufficient, but it must receivejthe sanction 
of the gods. Its grounds were separated 
from the surroundivg country by strong 
lines of demarkation, and were considered 
sanctified. Nodead were permitted to be 
buried there, and if any transgressed the 
law the bodies ‘were removed and the 
ground purified. The office of sweeping 
and cieansing the temple, and keeping it 
free of dust and moisture, was deemed the 
highest bonor by the nobles of the land, 
and the building itself was looked upon 
with awe and pride. The ceremonies at- 
‘tending their erection were of the stateliest 
and most impressive kind. 

Coming down to later days, continued the 
speaker, Southern California has inherited 
in a great degree many of the customs of 
the ancients, and has partaken of much 
of the character of its ancestry.

Our national power 
and influence have grown as rapidly as our 
wealth. “Have we,” he said, “lived too 
fast? Have we learned our national lesson 
too rapidly? Are we employing acquisi- 
tions sv that they will reduound solidiy and 
beneficially to those who come after us? 
To fal] nuw would be most disastrous.” 

Drawing to a ciose, the speaker said that 
the erection of public buildings was of as 
much-importance as the same thing was to 
the ancients, and our cereimonies were as 
impressive. Turning to the Giond Master, 
he said: “The Supervisors have furnished 
the means by taxation upon the county, 
and you, Grand Master, have laid the cor- 
ner-stone square, level and plumb.

GAMBLING. 


THE FARO GAMES OPEN THEIR 


Mayor Workman and Mr. Humphreys 
Piace Themselves on Kecord — 
Don't Care for the Bosses of Their 
Party—W hat Cuddy Has to Say. 


The gambling situation becomes more 
complicated, instead of nearing at satistac- 
tory solution, and the outlook for the sup- 
pression of the evil is anything but reas- 
suring. At the very time when the Chief 
of Police was asserting at the meeting of 
the commissioners, Wednesday afternoon, 
that there was no gambling in the city, and 
Mr. Humphreys and Mayor Workman were 
reiterating their intention that everything 
of the sort should be suppressed, at least 
two faro banks, one on Spring street near 
Temple and one on Main, were in operation. 
The games in question ran until the usual 
hour for closing yesterday morning. When 
it became known on the street that such 
was the case, it caused no end of comment 
and talk, and ali sorts of rumors were 
afloat. It was freely charged in some quar- 
ters that all the talk in the Police 
Board was merely for effect, and for 
the purpose of blinding the public, and that 
a compromise had been arrived at, by which 


certain games were to be allowed to run. 


It was even charged that certain influential 
members of the Democratic party had 
waited on the Mayor and Mr. Humphreys, 
and insisted that they recede from tue posi- 
tion which they had taken, because it was 
hurting the party, which could pot afford 
to antagonize the gambling fraternity on 
the eve of the campaign. Such pressure, it 
was said, had been brought to bear that 
these gentlemen had given in, and had said 
to the leaders that, so far as ry were con- 
cerned, they could so ahead, if it was satis- 
factory to the Chief of Police. Others 
seemed to think that Mr. Cuddy was at the 
bottom of the move, and that it was put out 
as a “feeler,”’ to see what stand the Mayor’s 
detectives would take. Among other 
things, it was said that there had n an 
open rupture between the Chief and the 
other commissioners, and that Mr. 
Cuddy had been heard to make threats 
as to what he would do to those 
gentlemen, even going so far as 
to say that he would “do them up.” Every 
one spoken to had his own thegry about the 
matter, and it was really astontshing to find 
What a number had taken interest enough 
in the matter to inform themselves about it. 
In order to get at the bottom facts, and see 
what truth, if any, there was in any or all 
of the rumors, a Times reporter was de- 
tailed to see each and every one of the par- 
ties in interest, and get hig story, that the 
public may keep fully informed, and know 
where to place the responsibility for the 
non-enforcement of the laws. 
MAYOR WORKMAN 
was the first seen, and, by way of opening 
the interview, asked whether he knew that 
the faro games had opened. His Honor re- 
plied that he did not, but, on being assured 
that such was the case, said they would have 
to be closed. ln answer to the re- 
rter’s question as to whether there had 
nany agreement or understanding by 
which games ot any description were to be 
allowed to open, Mr. Workman said: 
**Most emphatically, there hasnot. They 
must be closed, and kept closed. I was in 
earnest when | inaugurated this fight, and 1 
will carry out the law, as I understand it, to 
the best of my ability. i am cred 
aware that the undertaking is a difficult 
one, and the great obstacles will have to be 
overcome. But you can say for me that 
gambling in Los Angeles has got to be 
stopped, and every game closed, if it.is in 
my power todo it. The orders adopted..by 
the Board of Police Commissioners mean 
just what they say. They are not to be 
read between the lines, butare to be inter- 
reted literally on their face. There has 
n noagreement between the gamblers 
and myself, nor will there be any. he law 
is perfectly plain, and am 
see that it is fully carried out. The ue 
has been made fairly and squarely, and I 
will stand or fall on the result. believe 
that gambling can be suppressed, and if it 
is not done it will not be through any fault 
of mine.” 
MR. HUMPHREYS 
was next called on at his office on Spring 
street. That gentleman was very much 
surprised when told that the faro games 
had resumed, and when asked whether ‘he 
knew of or was a party to any agreement or 
understanding by which they were to be 
allowed to run, said that was the first he 
had heard of it. He, like Mayor Work- 
man, declared that he was sincere in his 
efforts to put down gambiing, and said that 
nothing would be left undone to see that 
the law was rigidly enforced. There was 
no middie ground in this fight. He had 
stated his position fairly and openly, and 
he meant what he said. It was a matter of 
pertect indifference to him what any one 
thought. He had taken his stand on what 
he believed to be the side of right, and he 
would abide by it. He had entered into no 
agreement or understanding, por would he 
do so, There was but one course to ‘take— 
the gaming-houses must be closed and kept 
closed. ot only this, but the bunco and 
contidence men must be suppressed. It 
could be done, and if 1t was not it would be 
no fault of his. 
CHIEF CUDDY 
was seen at the police station, and in an- 
swer to the’ reporter’s question as to 
whether there was any truth in the story 
that he had made threats against the Mayor 
and Mr. Humphreys, said: “The story is 
too absurd to-pay any attention to, but, as 
you have asked the straight question, I will 
only say thatit is absolutely false, aud has 
no foundation in fact.” When asked 
whether he knew anything abvut the faro 
games opening, and whether there was any 
agreement between himself and the gam- 
blers, he said there was not. He further 
said that, while it might be possible for the 
games to open occasionally and run occa- 
sionally fora day or two at atime, they 
would be raided as soon as they could be 
reached. He said that when the Council 
had refused to pay his specials he had 
taken them from Chinatown, but when he 
had been allowed a few more men he had 
put them back. He was trying to suppress 
one evil at a time, and any white game 
caught running would be raided just as soon 
as it could be reached. There had been no 
agreement or understanding betweenhimself 
and the gamblers, or the other commission- 
ers, as to the matter, and everything would 
be attended to in due season. Itmighttake 
svine little time to get into some of the 
ames, but they would all be attended to. 
ie understood that the Chinese were taking 
recautions ——, being raided by having 
ron doors, etc., made, but he did not an- 
ticipate much troubie from this source. He 
had been very busy for some time past, and 
it was impossible to do anything at once, 
but it would work out all right. 
EMIL HARKIS, 
of the Mayor’s detective force, was a'so in- 
terviewed. Mr. Harris said he had heard 
that the games haa run the previous night, 
but that he had no authority to suppress 
thein. All he was to do was to keep 
posted as to whether the games were ruu- 
ning, and toreport to the Mayor, and that 
it was the Chief of Police’s duty to raid 
them. ‘The law required him to demand 
adinsttance with a warrant, after announc; 
ing himself as an oflicer, and that if he 
broke down a door he was violating the law 
himself. He was not put into the place to 
suppress but to look after 
other criminals, ‘This was his position in 
the matter. He could do nothing until the 
city passed an ordinauce covering the case. 
DECLINE TO TALK. 

The gamblers themselves have nothing to 
say. Aneffort was made to interview one 
or two of them, but they declined to talk. 
It was ascertained, however, that one of the 
“banks,” which had sold its roulette table 
several weeks ago to a Sunta Monica “firm,” 
had purchased another one, which they ex- 
pected to have in a week or two. Several 
other games, it is Said, are also making ar- 
rangements to resume, but whether they 
will dv so Dow remains be seen. In the 
meaatime, the outcome of the matter will 
be eageriy watched. With the full Board 
of Police Commissioners on public record 
as favoring the suppression of all games, 
and with the police force and Mayor's 
detectives to carry out their orders, it will 
look “suspicious,” to say the least, if 1t does 
not lay these officials open to charges of 
collusion and crookednesss, if the games

There is much truth in this state- 


ment, and it brings us to a subject | 


upon which much has been said of late 
in this section by self-constituted ad- 
visers of the party and others. We 
refer to the question of harmony at 
political gatherings. 

A great point is made of harmony by 
the most active workers in the ward 
clubs. Whenever a citizen has the 
effrontery to rise at one of these gatb- 
erings and question the doings of those 
who have entrusted themselves with 
the care of the machine, the “har- 
mony” club is shaken at him, much as 
@ noisy child is threatened with the 
terrors of Bogie. If a question is asked 
which it would be inconvenient to an- 
swer, the questioner is ‘disturbing 
the harmony of the occasion;” should 
he object to the appointment to office 
of a person whose character is a trifle 
too “‘loud”’ to satisfy decent people, he 
is “‘not working in the interest of har- 
mony,’ and so on, followed, probably, 
by stronger’ statements, or invective, 
until, in nine cases out of ten, the re- 
spectable and conscientious citizen be- 


|} comes disgusted and retires—which is 


just what theu“*gang’’ wants. There- 
upon “harmony,” such as it is, is re- 
stored. 7 

Nobody will attempt to deny that 
harmony, in the abstract, is a very 
beautiful and desirable thing, greatly 
to be sought for and prized, but it de 
pends very largely upon what sort of 
harmony it is, and how obtained. 
1 here is such a thing as harmony—and 
even honor—among thieves. A meet- 
ing of these gentry, for the purpose of 
arranging the programme of a mid- 
night raid, might be very harmonious, 
and they would feel’ very indignant at 
a policeman who should attempt to dis- 
turb the “harmony of their proceed- 
ings” with a bull’s-eye lantern and a 
club. This would, however, scarcely 
be accepted as a proof that they were 
in the right and the policeman in the 
wrong, nor would the policeman be 
likely to receive immediate promotion 
if he should yield to their protests and 
retire. Should the rival parties in 
Congress bury the hatchet and join 
hands for a combined raid on the 
Treasury, the proceedings in the House 
would be marked by far greater har- 
mony than they are at present, but 
even the most ardent advocate of the 
‘spoils system would scarcely consider 
such a change as an improvement. 
© As the San Francisco merchant says, 
in the passage we have quoted, nothing 
is gained in politics or anything else 
without a struggle. George Washing- 
ton and Abraham Lincoln were both 
disturbers of harmony, but the disturb- 
ances which they created are the great- 
est blessings which have ever been be- 
stowed upon the North American Con- 
tinent. The man who objects to what 


-/ he considers wrong in a political gath- 


ering, if he is in a minority, must, from 
the a nature of things, disturb the 
harmony of the meeting, and the 
greater the majority against him the 


more will the harmony be disturbed; 


but, if he feels convinced that he is 


right, he should not allow that fact to 


debar him from expressing his opinions 
or working with all his might against 
the injurious and dangerous ‘“har- 
mony”’ of the majority, to the end. that 
the true and healthy harmony of right 
and justice may prevail. 

As between the noisy disturbance of 
healthy vitality and the quiet harmony 
of deathly stagnation and moral cor- 
ruption, there should be but one choice. 
It is not at noisy gatherings, where 
opinions of all descriptions are freely 
expressed, that harm is done and eyil 
plans concocted, but at those quiet 
star-chamber meetings, where every- 
thing is lovely on the surface, where 
slick party workers “‘fix-things”’ to suit 
their own nefarious purposes, and not 
a dissentient voice is heard. 

Things have indeed ceme to a pretty 
pass in this free country, when a citi- 
zen cannot raise his voice on behalf of 
what he believes to be the best inter- 
ests of h‘s party and his country, with- 
out being silenced under the cry of 
‘‘harmony.”’ According to this, the 
first dozen rogues who are on the scene 
and arrange matters to suit themselves 
are to be allowed to have it all their 
own way; to play upon the party har- 
monicum asona harp of a thousand 
strings, “‘sperrets of just polititions 
made perfeck.” 

We may well say of harmony, as has 
been said of religion: What crimes-are 
committed in thy name! One man of 
sturdy, rugged, uncompromising truth- 
fulness is of more value at a political 
gathering than a whole room-full of 
harmonious liars. 


As a logical deduction from the 
above, we desire here to state our plat- 
form. We, too, are in favor of 


a-r-m-O-n-y, 
with a very large H—so much in favor 
of it, indeed, that we are bound to fight 
for it, if need be. ' 
But we are against Harmony when 
it can be had only on the boss plan. 


An Audacious Corporation. 


From articles which we publish in 
another column it will be seen that the 
Southern Pacific corporation have al- 
ready progressed far, in their usual 
quiet, insidious manner, toward secur- 
ing the Indorsement of Senator Stan- 
ford for the Presidency by the State 
Convention. A private letter states 
that they have secured 80 per cent. of 
the San Francisco delegation and a 
number of the northern counties, 


while a host of able orators are to air 


their well-paid eloquence in behalf of 
the railroad magnate. These ambi- 
tious and unscrupulous men have 
grown so bold, through the almost con- 
tinuous success of their efforts to ma- 
nipulate, for their own. sordid pur- 
poses, city. county, Territorial and 
State governments, that itis not won- 
derful that they should deem them- 
selves omnipotent, as far as terrestrial 
affairs go, although this out-blossom- 
ing of the climax of their audacity, in 
endeavoring to place their man in the 
highest office of the Nation; must 
needs produce a certain shock upon 
the nerves even of those who have, 
during long years, witnessed their bold 
political machinations. 

It is not at all probah’s that Senator 
Stanford could be nominated at Chi- 
cago. Itis not at all possible that he 
could be elected. This the Southern 
Pacific doubtless realize and confine 
their hopes on this occasion to an in- 
dorsement of the millionaire railroad 
man by the State of California, as an 
entering wedge for further operations 
in 1892. If we would save the State 
from what could only be regarded as a 
calamity, true Republicans must be 
Vigilant and active. The schemers are 
bold and unscrupulous, and are, more- 
over, supplied with an almost unlim- 
ited quantity of that variety of “argu- 
ment”’ (carried in bags) which is un- 
fortunately so potent a factor in mod- 
ern politics.

The Brig Spreckels Has a Narrow

San Francisco, April 26.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The brig J. D. Spreckels 
came near finding a berth in the bottom of 
the-bay today, ang it was only by a for- 
tunate set circumstances that she was 
saved. She was coming in, fourteen days 
and a half from Kabualai, Hawaii, running 
10 miles an hour before a fresh breeze. 
When inside Mile Rock the wind died 
out and the vesse! drifted on the rock with 
a strong ebb tide.

The first strike tore away six feet of her 
keel. ‘The second made a dent in her side, 
and then she rose and fell with the tide. 
The loss is considerable. The hull of the 
byig is damaged, but to what extent cannot 
yet be said. At any rate, it is trifling 
to the loss on the cargo of sugar. She had 
on board 5600 bags of raw sugar and other 
merchandise. All the sugar in the lower 
portion of the hold is ruined. It is esti- 
inated that a third of the cargo is worthless, 
which will entail a loss of $10,000, which is 
covered by insurance. It is belieyed that 
$15,000 will cover all damages,

A BOLD PLAN TO SKCURE THE

Eighty Per Cent. of the San Fran- 
cisco Delegation and a Number of 
Northern Counties Already Se- 
cured — Railroad Orators — Stan- 
ford's Subterfuge.
